The old adage that the Devil gets the best tunes 
seems true enough when you consider the BAFTA- 
winning success of actor Andrew Scott. His 
performance as Jim Moriarty in Steven Moffat and 
Mark Gatiss’ riveting reinvention of Conan Doyle’s 
Sherlock stole the show from more established stars 
Benedict Cumberbatch and Martin Freeman. 

The Dublin-born actor made the most of not 
being on the side of the angels, delivering an 
extraordinary performance thoroughly deserving 
of Best Supporting Actor at the BAFTA Television 
awards in May, despite minimal screen time. 

“In the first series, Moriarty appeared right at the 
end,” he recalls, “so he had to make an impression 
in 10 minutes, which is a difficult thing to do. And 
up to then there was a lot of pressure as to ‘would 
he appear?’ and, if he did, ‘who would be playing 
him?’ People weren’t necessarily expecting to see 
a small Irishman appearing in the role.” 

From that absorbing introduction to the legion of 
Sherlock fans in 2010, through to the thrilling rooftop 
finale of the second series, Scott has emerged as a 
bright new star. But, typically, this overnight success 
has taken 15 years of hard work in films, television 
and theatre, work that the 35-year-old Lambeth 
resident feels has given him a solid grounding. 

Had fame come in his early 20s - as it did for 
contemporaries like Colin Farrell - he wonders if he 
would have been able to cope with it quite so well. 

“What was important about not experiencing all 
this as a 22-year-old is that I was able to remember 
the thing I really wanted and pursue it without much 
fanfare. Now I feel I’ve learned what I can do, what 
I can’t do and what I would like to do. When you’re 
in your 30s you know who you are, and you can say 
you don’t want to do this or that. 

“There’s a great expression that Meryl Streep uses 
which is ‘you pack your own suitcase’. I think that’s 
a great thing, that I’ll decide what I want to do, and 
try to become a proper artist. Actors are sometimes 
afraid to call themselves artists, but I think it’s veiy 
important to recognise that they are.” 

If all that sounds like ‘actor-speak’, it’s not how 
it comes across in conversation, Scott is passionate 
about his work but quick to laugh - as much 
at himself as anything.

Having dropped out of Trinity College in Dublin 
more than a dozen years ago, and found success at 
the famed Abbey Theatre, Scott came to London to 
work in the acclaimed Channel 4 drama Longitude. 
Soon after he was cast in a production at the Royal 
Court and later appeared at The National Theatre. 

So far, so impressive. 

“It’s a really weird thing,” he shrugs, “because you 
never know the direction of your career. It makes 
sense looking backwards, but it doesn’t make sense 
at the time. To think I did Longitude and then 
I did a play at The Royal Court, but of course there 
were three agonising months in between of being 
a 21-year-old actor thinking ‘should I go home?’. 

“It’s important from quite a young age to be 
choosy. Sometimes you have to work but you don’t 
need a lot of money as a young actor. You don’t 
need to go and do a TV series, I think it’s more 
important to learn how to act really, and I think the 
theatre is the best place to do that.” 

His love of the stage is palpable, his eyes light up 
whenever he mentions the allure of a packed house 
and a starring role. He is equally enthusiastic about 
working on BBC Radio 4 dramas like The Great 
Gatsby and a new adaptation of Harold Pinter’s 
Betrayal but for Scott it’s clear the play’s the thing. 

“There’s no way I would give up the theatre,” he 
nods, “because it’s the actor’s medium and you’re 
totally in control of it. The thrill of it never leaves 
you. And I think it’s kind of addictive, you know? 
Once you start doing it you can’t wait to go back.” 

With major theatre roles such as the Roman 
Emperor Julian in the National’s Emperor and 
Galilean , Andrew Scott has been hiding in plain 
sight longer that Sherlock fans might recognise. 

Years ago he was one of hundreds of soldiers 
stranded on Omaha Beach amid the D-Day carnage 
in Spielberg’s Saving Private Ryan , the scenes of 
which were shot in his native Ireland. He was in 
Band of Brothers and took a supporting role in 
another award-winning production, John Adams. 
He’s been in the newsroom drama The Hour and 
cult comedy series My Life In Film - a succession 
of high-profile projects and lauded performances. 

Scott can rely on his adopted south London home 
to provide plenty of distractions from work, though

he particularly loves the close proximity of the 
Young Vic, the Old Vic and the National Theatre. 

“There’s a lot about south London that I really 
love,” he grins. “You get a real sense of old London. 
And because there are a lot of theatres near where 
I live, you see a lot of actors around. I remember 
bumping into some actor when I first moved to 
London and thinking that was the weirdest thing. 
But London becomes smaller the longer you’re 
there, so it’s like a nice theatre community. 

“I like Lower Marsh and Kennington. I like all 
the big landmarks. And there’s a great walk along 
Westminster and through St James’s Park. London 
is a beautiful place. I like how eclectic it is. I would 
never want to live somewhere in London that’s too 
well-to-do because I’m not sure I’d fit in. I like the 
edginess of where I am, with businesses that have 
been there for ages and nothing too chi-chi.” 

As to the future the only sure thing is that he 
definitely won’t be returning as Moriarty - even 
Moffat and Gatiss aren’t that ingenious - so that 
any future role must offer a contrasting challenge 
to this modern-day take on the Napoleon of crime. 
There is his bravura solo performance in the superb 
short film Sea Wall for instance, written especially 
for him by award-winning playwright Simon 
Stephens. Or the part of a melancholy detective in 
the forthcoming BBC drama Blackout , or indeed his 
supporting role in the feature film The Scapegoat. 

“That’s the thing that you want to do,” he nods. 
“I’ve always tried to keep things moving and avoid 
anything that I don’t really believe in because that’s 
a place from which you can’t get back. I just want 
to keep every possibility open.” 

It sounds like a winning strategy that even 
Moriarty would endorse. }

Reflects on 30 eventful years in Camberwell 



Thirty years ago in June 1982 (the 
22nd to be precise), I met the man 
I still live with. I know this date to 
be correct because somewhere, 
in a box, there is a dated bill from 
a long-departed SE5 wine bar called 
Bartholomew’s. 

Does anyone remember 
Bartholomew’s? It was quite posh, 
punters sat on church pews (‘cos 
it was on Camberwell Church Street 
- geddit?) and the rumour was that 
Cliff Richard had once nipped in 
for the house special. 

I wasn’t waitressing that night, 
but I was when a certain horn¬ 
rimmed speccy graphic designer 
decided to pop in for some 
‘Fr Brd/Pate/1 gl HseW’. 

The order is in my handwriting, 
tellingly at the bottom of the bill, 
is a hastily scrawled ‘1 bttle Hse 
W (to go)’ - that bottle of Frascati 
was probably the most expensive 
purchase he ever made. Dear 
reader, booze in hand, I tagged 
along to his soon-not-to-be 
bachelor pad and the rest, as they 
say, is history. 

In the intervening three decades, 
we have only moved twice, 
eventually building a house on 
a road that lies parallel to where 
we first shared a flat.

Zoe Smith 

Team GB weightier 

Zoe Smith is considered to be one 
of Britain’s most promising young 
athletes. At just 18 she has already 
broken over 100 records, so it’s no 
surprise that she has been picked to 
represent Britain at the London 2012 
Games. Greenwich born and bred, 
Zoe initially trained as a gymnast 
before switching to weightlifting in 
2006, and has since gone on to win 
Gold at the Commonwealth Youth 
Games, and both the junior and 
senior British Championships. 

Living South spoke to her during 
her busy training schedule... 

Congratulations on making 
Team GB! How do you feel? 

“I’m elated to have been selected for 
the team. It’s been a nerve-wracking 
period ahead of selection, so I’m glad 
that I’ve now secured my place and 
can definitely say I’ll be representing 
Team GB at the Games.” 

How do you feel about taking 
part in the world’s greatest event, 
right on your doorstep? 

It’s a once in a lifetime opportunity 
and I am really looked forward to it, 
if not slightly scared! There will be a 
lot of pressure on the British athletes 


but the home support will spur 
everyone on and competing at my 
first Olympics in my home town will 
be amazing. 

You regularly visit your old school 
in Bexleyheath. Does it feel odd 
to have come so far so quickly? 

It’s a bit strange because all my 
friends are in the middle of exams at 
the moment and I think that could 
be me, but instead I’m training for 
the Olympics. I have not long left 
school but so much seems to have 
happened since then. 

You were originally a gymnast - 
how did you make the transition? 

It was a bit of luck really, I was 


training as a gymnast and they 
needed a girl to make up the 
numbers in the weightlifting team 
for the Balfour Beatty London Youth 
Games and I guess of all the girls 
I looked the most powerful. They 
took me to the weightlifting room 
downstairs and just let me have a go 
and it turned out I was quite good. 

Quite good indeed! You’ve been 
touted as one of Britain’s most 
promising athletes, how does 
that make you feel? 

I don’t really think about it to be 
honest I just think of myself as a 
normal person who just picks up 
heavy things. I just like to get on with 
training and see where it takes me.

Conrad Williams 

The athletics hopeful 


The Observer called him “south 
London’s answer to Usain Bolt”, 
but it’s still a nervy wait for 
Beckenham athlete Conrad 
Williams as he anticipates 
the announcement of the 
Olympic Athletics team on 
3 July. Williams, 30, is a strong 
contender for selection in the 
400m and 4x400m relay but, 
as he says himself, “It’s down 
to the day”. 

Williams was born in Lewisham 
and trains at the Crystal Palace 
National Sports Centre and, despite 
coming late to the sport (initially a 
long-jumper, he switched to running 
at 22 and competed for GB just 
eight months later), he’s no stranger 
to the podium. 

Williams achieved Olympic A 
standard at two recent events - the 
AtletiCAGeneve meeting in Geneva, 
where he set a 100m PB of 10.40 
and a 400m PB of 45.08, and the 
Compeed Golden Gala in Rome, 
helping Britain to victory in the 
4x400m. 


What’s it like to be coached 
by Linford Christie? 

In 2007 I wanted to start learning 
new things, change my tactics and 
improve my speed and we thought 
he was the right person to take me 
to the next level. He tells us stories 
from when he used to compete and 
gives us plenty of advice - he looks 
out for his athletes. He’s great, but 
when the ‘nice guy’ hat comes off 
and he throws on the ‘hard work’ 
hat... well, you get both sides 
of the coin! 

You didn’t start out as a runner? 

I started out doing long jump, so I 
knew I could run, but I wasn’t sure 
what event I wanted to do so I went 
down to [Kent Athletic Club] one 
evening and asked the coach at the 
time, Larry Garnham, if I could train 


with him to see where I was at. 
He thought I’d be better at the 
400m and I liked the way it felt 
at the time, so I switched events. 


And now you train at Crystal 
Palace National Sports Centre? 

I’ve been training there since 2004. 
I like the facilities and the gym, it’s 
ideal for athletics and you get a lot 
of support from the coaches. And 
there’s the park, a great big open 
space, I’m up there rollerblading 
sometimes. 


You live nearby in Beckenham? 

Yes, I’m originally from Lewisham 
and moved to Beckenham a year 
ago for more space because we 
have a little boy. It’s a nice place, 
really quiet at night and quite close 
to Crystal Palace for training. It’s 
perfect for me. 

How do you feel about qualifying 
for the Olympic Games? 

You want to be confident about 
it. You work at it all year, but it’s 
literally down to the day, your 
performance, that’s what you’re 
being judged on. There are only two 
spots, and there are about 14 or 15 
athletes out there, all in the same 
event... 


What would it mean to compete 
in the Games on your home turf? 

It would mean a lot. You train so 
hard for it... you’ve been planning 
it for four years and it means a lot 
to everyone to deliver what you’ve 
said you’re going to do, and this 
is the first time it’s for an Olympic 
Games in your own country. If you 
don’t make it, you can only blame 
yourself.

Two wheels good 

There’s never been a better time to get cycling 

David Hibbs and Dave Barfield opened Blue Door 
Bicycles in Crystal Palace last June, taking over 
premises that have been a bike shop since the 1920s. 
The place is packed with bikes - BMX, mountain, 
electric, kids’, carbon performance bikes, and even 
a bamboo bike. As well as the prerequisite workshop 
out back, Blue Door Bicycles is also in the midst 
of installing a juice bar to keep SE19 up and running. 

As the excitement builds for the Olympics, we 
wonder if Hibbs and Barfield are expecting an influx 
of cycling converts in to the shop this summer? 

“I think cycling will get a big boost,” says Hibbs. 

“I think in London it’ll also make people think, 

‘How am I going to get to work?’ From our part of 
south east London, central London is not a bad ride. 
Both of us used to commute to Westminster and 
it was quicker by bike than any other means, and 
cheaper. We’ll also be trying to encourage people 
who might not think they’re fit enough to cope with 
Gipsy Hill to try an electric bike.” 

And, of course, we now have the newly laid 
surface at the Herne Hill Velodrome, which served 
as a venue for the 1948 London Olympic Games. 

“There’s no denying that Herne Hill played a big 
part in the early careers of some of those expected 
to get gold medals this year,” says Barfield. “Chris 
Hoy and people like that raced there earlier on in 
their careers and a lot of the patrons who helped 
campaign to save it are well known cyclists.”

Fields of gold 

The scoop on the Olympics Park’s medal-worthy gardens 



This summer, as we are all stridently informed, 
the eyes of the world will be on London for four 
weeks as the Olympics and Paralympics unfold. 

The focus of attention will, unsurprisingly, be on 
the sport itself, but it would be a great shame if those 
billions of eyes missed one of the real highlights 
of the Olympic site - the gardens. 

I know I’m biased, but even if you have no interest 
in sport the landscape is something to celebrate. 

This is, after all, the largest urban park creation 
scheme since the Victorian era and will form a major 
part of the ‘legacy’ aspect of the Games - when the 
sportsmen and women and assembled media move 
out, and residents and businesses move in. 

For the past two years I’ve had the privilege of 
visiting the gardens on the Olympic site regularly 
to report for BBC Radio 4 Gardeners’ Question 
Time. The whole process has been epic and at 
times controversial, with the removal of Manor 
Garden allotments to make way for the site proving 
particularly divisive. And then there was a protracted 
battle against knotweed, which covered the site... 

But the resulting gardens and landscape are a real 
inspiration and the perfect setting for the shiny new 
architecture. Mature trees have been used by the 
thousands to give instant impact and humanise the 
scale of the buildings, and the old canal and river 
system plays a key role in the landscape flanked by 
the London 2012 Gardens - a series of landscapes 
telling the stoiy of plant introductions to the UK in 
a geographic collection that covers North America, 



Africa and southern Europe, giving visitors the 
chance to see well known garden favourites, and 
some lesser-known plants, growing in something 
close to their home range. 

But the highlight for me is the Olympic Gold 
meadows; great swathes of cornfield ‘weeds’ and 
other annuals in shades of yellow and gold with the 
odd contrasting bronze and studded with silver birch 
trees. Providing the plants come good and flower 
on time, I predict the producers of the Olympic 
coverage will be planning panning camera shots 
from these meadows to the stadium or the beaming 
face of a successful competitor. 

And after the Games? You’ll be able to see the 
gardens without the need for a ticket, when the site 
opens to us all. }

RIVER VIEWS 

There’s nothing quite like fine dining by the Thames 


There’s nothing like running water to 
really whet the appetite. I don’t mean 
the dreary drip-drip of a leaking tap, 
nor the staccato hiss of garden 
sprinkler, rather the slow, sinuous 
flow of a great British river. In fact, 
one of the greatest ever riverbank 
banquets can be found in The Wind 
in The Willows. The Rat appears, 
‘staggering under a fat, wicker 
luncheon-basket’. The Mole, 

‘wriggling with curiosity’, asks what it 
contains. “There’s cold chicken inside 
it,” replied the Rat briefly; “Coldtongu 
ecoldhamcoldbeefpickledgherkinssa 
ladfrenchrollscresssandwichespotted- 
meatgingerbeerlemonadesodawater.” 
“0 stop, stop,” cried the Mole 
in ecstasies: “This is too much!” 

Of course, it’s not too much at 
all, rather just the right amount for 
a civilised lunch. The only thing it 
lacks is a few bottles of ice-cold rose 
to wash it all down. But this is very 
much a rural, rather than urban, idyll. 
Sure, there are a few wonderful spots 
towards the outskirts of town. But 
a picnic at Thames low tide, sinking 
slowly into the grey, stinky mud, 
is not everyone’s idea of a good 
time. Far better, then, to settle into 
one of the capital’s numerous riverside 
restaurants, and let someone else 
do all the work. 

The River Cafe (rivercafe.co.uk) still 
remains the capital’s top spot in which 
to chow down upon expertly cooked, 
stunning Italian ingredients. You may 
have to stand up to gaze upon the full 



width of the Hammersmith Thames, 
but as a soft breeze blows off the 
water, there are few more splendid 
places to be. 

Right at the other end of town, within 
a bread roll’s throw of Tower Bridge, is 
Blueprint Cafe, which had food every 
bit as inspired as the view. But Head 
Chef Jeremy Lee recently left to wow 
the Denizens of Soho at Quo Vadis, 
and I haven’t yet been back to check 
out the new chef. As riverside vistas 
go, though, it’s up there with the best. 

Another Conran classic, Le Pont de 
la Tour, sits directly next door, albeit 
a few floors down, and still serves 
up classic French grub. The bar and 
grill downstairs is all about brasserie 
classics, great platters of fruit de mers, 
good charcuterie and other Gallic 
staples. Upstairs at the restaurant, 
the food is a touch more modern 
and formal, but with the emphasis 
of proper seasonal ingredients. Slurp 
some Colchester rocks and watch 
London sail by. 


Downstream in Limehouse is 
The Grapes (thegrapes.co.uk), a pub 
much loved by Dickens, and one that 
has hugged the edge of the river for 
nearly 500 years. Now co-owned by 
Sir Ian McKellan and Evgeny Lebedev, 
the food is resolutely British, with 
Foreman’s smoked salmon, pints of 
prawns, bangers and mash, deep-fried 
whitebait and ‘Sir Ian’s Shepherd’s Pie’. 

Keeping very much with Sir Ian’s 
thespian tradition is The Swan at 
The Globe (loveswan.co.uk), tucked 
away behind this great monument to 
Shakespeare. The food is wonderful, 
simple and uncluttered, using first-class 
ingredients. Brixham crab, Hereford 
beef and Temple Farm chicken all 
jostle for space on one of the most 
enticing menus in town. Head chef 
Kieren Steinborn-Busse trained under 
Marco Pierre White and it shows. 
Proper food, beautifully cooked. 

The story is the same at The Gun 
(thegundocklands.com), a part of 
Tom and Ed Martin’s ever-growing 
empire. Sit on the terrace and sup 
an Adnams bitter in full view of the 
02 Arena. Food is predominantly 
British, and thoughtfully sourced. 

Don’t miss the al fresco A Grelha bar, 
where everything is grilled over 
glowing embers. 

Another great spot, but by the 
canal rather than river, is the aptly 
named Towpath (Regent’s Canal 
towpath, between Whitmore Bridge 
and Kingsland Road Bridge in Nl). 
Pared back and deeply unpretentious, 
it nevertheless produces some 
wonderful, Italian-inspired food. 

Whole artichokes, serious sandwiches 
and some of the best homemade 
ginger beer you’ll ever taste. 

So get down to the river, 
and let the good times flow. }

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London has fallen for tapas before, and 
with Spanish chef Jose Pizarro blazing 
a trail down Bermondsey Street, we’re 
smitten all over again, finds Victoria Purcell 




“It’s sociable, it’s cheap, it’s fun and it’s quick,” 
says Spanish chef Jose Pizarro. We’re talking tapas, 
and why it seems to be taking London’s food scene 
by storm - again. “It’s perfect for Londoners,” he 
continues, “they’ve got used to eating like this and 
they also seem to love the fresh, vibrant food and 
atmosphere. Spain is finally fashionable!” 

Pizarro is the guy who helped put Brindisa Tapas 
on the map 10 years ago, and now he’s shaking up 
the scene again. Last year he opened up the popular 
Jose, a sherry and tapas bar on Bermondsey Street, 
swiftly followed by the opening of Pizarro, a more 
traditional Spanish restaurant earlier this year. 

And now we have the likes of Tapas Revolution 
and Morito, concentrating on a more authentic kind 
of tapas, Aqua Nueva, elevating it to ‘celeb hangout’ 
level, and Brixton, as ever, doing its own thing with 
the opening of both Boqueria on Acre Lane and 
Seven @ Brixton Market last year. 

Is this a one-man food revolution? Or does the 
easy informality of tapas simply capture the Zeitgeist? 
After all, we’re all in a hurry these days - there’s no 
time for a starched white-linen table cloth and three 
courses. Plus, the readies aren’t sloshing around 
like they used to, so grabbing a drink and a few 
small dishes after work, before heading home to 
something more substantial, has heightened appeal. 

A huge factor in all this is, of course, the food. It’s 
good. Really good. Food critic Jay Rayner, a Brixton 
resident, reckons the hard graft that south Londoner 
Monica Linton put into getting Spanish food 
specialist Brindisa up and running around a decade 
ago has a lot to do with it. 

“The availability of much better quality Spanish 
ingredients made a serious difference,” says 
Rayner. “The chorizo and piquillo pepper sandwich 
[Brindisa] started doing at Borough Market about 
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10 years ago almost turned it into a culinary 
gastronomic icon. I think it had an enormous part 
to play in waking people up to the idea that Spanish 
food is not some kind of poor relative to Italian.” 

And since it’s now possible to get your hands 
on pretty much anything your palate desires, this 
second wave of tapas really ups the ante on flavour, 
with Boqueria serving up dishes like Iberian pork 
shoulder slices on a bed of sweet potato puree. 

“Spain is a restless place and they are moving on 
and doing things with their tapa,” says Rayner, “So 
inevitably some of that came over here, and we find 
ourselves in moving to pick up the best of it.” 

A fine philosophy indeed, and one that’s spawned 
a movement in serving some of our British pub 
favourites tapas-style. The recently opened cocktail 
bar House of Tippler on Lordship Lane has executed 
this incredibly well. 

“Our menu is influenced by Spanish tapas and 
pinchos techniques and presentation,” says House 
of Tippler co-owner Tim Oakley, “but we wanted to 
give our chef artistic licence to use other flavours, 
rather than be pigeon-holed into a particular cuisine, 
and it means we can keep our menu more seasonal 
and constantly evolving. 

“Eating is fun,” continues Oakley. “We wanted to 
encourage this aspect and do things a bit tongue-in- 
cheek, like our take on fish, chips and mushy peas, 
turning it into individual skewers so in each bite you 
get all the flavours in one.” 

This trick has also been repeated with steak and 
chips, where bite-size chunks of grilled onglet, 
fried potato and a little shallot ring are all stacked 
together. It’s fantastic, as are the ginger and pink 
peppercorn calamari, vegetable and goat’s cheese 
ballotine and smoked haddock and Quail’s Scotch 
egg. If you haven’t tried it yet, try it soon.

And what about those tapas restaurants that 
have been around forever - well, since 1991, when 
Lordship Lane’s Barcelona Tapas was born - how 
are they keeping up? 

“ [Back then] our menu was a lot shorter than it 
is now,” says owner David Dalmau. “One glaring 
omission that we couldn’t do without today is our 
Spanish ham - when we started it was virtually 
impossible to get jamon Iberico. 

“We now boast over 60 tapa, as well as specials 
such as pan-fried scallops with smoked Pancetta. 
We made a conscientious decision to keep many 
of those classic tapas - like Pimientos de Padron 
- while improving on them and adding new tapas.” 

So it seems this tapas revolution stems from the 
good and the bad - a love of good food and great 
company combined with hurried lives and strained 
wallets. But is this just another foodie phase? 

“London tends to be very susceptible to trends,” 
says Rayner, “but the positive is that it’s always 
moving on - then you get to the 
good stuff.” That’ll do for us, just 
keep the ‘good stuff coming! }

A hidden gem 

Chrissy Hey visits Chapters in Blackheath Village 
and is more than pleasantly surprised 



Jet lagged after a trip to Los Angeles, 
where I’d been interviewing Lenny 
Kravitz, I arrive at Chapters, almost 
instantly revived by the views of sunny 
Blackheath. Inside, high-back slatted 
chairs look summery, elegant, yet this 
restaurant is supremely cosy. 

Like Kravitz, who shifts effortlessly 
from rocker to actor, Chapters 
shape-shifts between chic evening 
eaterie, bustly lunch spot and the 
place for all-day breakfast. The design 
mixes the stately with the snug and 
complements the food in its all- 
encompassing welcomeness. Chain 
restaurant prices for exquisite, freshly 
cooked fare created in the kitchen. 


Formerly Chapter Two, sister to 
Chapter One, Andrew McLeish’s 
Michelin-starred flagship restaurant 
just outside Bromley, the more relaxed 
Chapters has a broader appeal, yet 
with just as much attention to detail. 

McLeish makes sure there are 
some destination dishes: the scallops, 
the spatchcock chicken and the 
fantastic cheesecake. But you can sip 
champagne or banana milkshake with 
equal ease. You can take your boss, 
mother, kids - possibly all at once. 

MaTtre d’ Karim Yousfi 
recommended the specials of the 
day: cod with Kent grown Chinese 
pak choy and local confit duck with 


caramelised chicory and hazelnut 
glaze. I opted for scallops on a silky 
creamy celeriac mash, with sweet 
chorizo and a chilli jam which was 
‘hot and sweet’, a perfect punchy 
texture to balance the creamy 
scallops. My companion, the bon 
viveur, had an extensive charcuterie 
with various home-baked breads, 
salami, a risotto cake, pate and pickle. 

The staff are attentive and know 
their menus well. I was recommended 
the fillet steak cooked on the special 
Josper grill, producing an intense 
crusty outside and juicy centre, with 
red wine and shallot gravy. The triple- 
cooked chips - a McLeish speciality 
- were the perfect accompaniment 
and the creamed spinach a must have. 

There’s an eclectic mix of diners, 
united in their delight in rinding the 
grand dame of chips, the perfect all- 
English breakfast, or a well thought 
out dish of the day. 

Bon viveur had meltingly soft pork 
belly, contrasted with very crackly 
crackling and served on a bed of 
colcannon, mash and greens. For 
dessert she had a fluffy rice pudding 
balanced with a tart plum compote. 

I had an amazing cheesecake with 
blackberry compote and honeycomb 
ice cream. All the ice cream is made 
on the premises, as is the delicious 
chewy crunchy honeycomb. 

The menu is so well thought out 
there is something to keep everyone 
happy, and those steaks have 
as much star quality as the whole 
of LA combined. }

GREEN CUISINE 

Rachael Penny lightens things up with a green gazpacho 


Looking for a light, vibrant summery dish to 
impress? This recipe for a green version of gazpacho 
provides you with a taste of Spain without leaving 
London. Based on an Ottolenghi recipe (his cook 
book, Plenty , is a favourite in the Keston Kitchen), 
it can be served as a starter for a dinner party on 
a sunny summer’s evening, or decanted into a flask 
to take along on a picnic. 

What is effectively cold soup can be considered 
a risky choice to serve up, but we used this last 
year as the starter for our Keston Kitchen supper 
club and the guests lapped it up. They even asked 
for more! The chilli and garlic give it a kick and 
the basil, walnuts and cucumber make for a 
wonderfully fresh-tasting soup. 

Gazpacho is delicious served ice-cold during 
the summer, so fingers crossed we finally get some 
hot weather to go with it! 

Ingredients (serves 6 generously) 

2 celery sticks (including the leaves) 

2 small green peppers, deseeded 

1 large cucumber (weighing about 350g), peeled 

3 slices stale white bread, crusts removed 
(about 120g) 

1 fresh green chilli 

4 garlic cloves 
1 tsp sugar 

150g walnuts, lightly toasted 

200g baby spinach 

25g basil leaves 

lOg parsley 

4tbsp sherry vinegar 


225ml olive oil 
40g Greek yoghurt 
250g ice cubes 
2tsp salt 

White pepper (preferably, but black works too) 

For the croutons 
2 thick slices bread 
4tbsp olive oil 

Method 

1. To make the croutons, preheat the oven to 
190°C. Cut the bread into 2cm cubes and toss 
in the olive oil and a bit of salt. Spread on 

a baking sheet and bake for about 10 minutes 
or until golden and crisp. Remove from the oven 
and allow to cool. 

2. Roughly chop the celery, peppers, cucumber, 
bread, chilli and garlic. Place in a blender and 
add the sugar, walnuts, spinach, basil, parsley, 
vinegar, oil, yoghurt, water, half the ice cubes, 
salt and pepper. Blitz the soup until smooth 
(depending on your blender you may need 

to do this in more than one batch). 

3. Add a little more water if you feel the consistency 
needs adjusting. Taste the soup and add more 
seasoning if necessary. 

4. Add the remaining ice and pulse once or twice 
to crush it a little. Serve at once with croutons.

Taste of Puglia 

Sudi Pigott and her ‘teen foodie’ son digest 
a gastronomic tour of Puglia, Italy 


Burrata for breakfast! I was incredulous - this was 
truly decadent and very promising. For those not yet 
initiated burrata is related to mozzarella, yet filled 
with a mix of cream and curds and simply heavenly 
when tasted so outrageously fresh. I just had to help 
myself to seconds. 

The big lure of Masseria Torre Coccaro for myself 
and my son Theo, aka the teen foodie, was the 
promise of a cycling foodie safari and the chance 
to get to know Puglia, an interesting area, on the 
heel of Italy’s Southern boot, that is still relatively 
untouched by tourists, though those on the radar 
are beginning to tune in to its reputation for good, 
honest, flavoursome food. 

And, let’s be honest, the Masseria (Italian for a 
fortified farmhouse) had looked very beguiling in 
the Classic Collection brochure. It certainly more 
than lived up to expectations. More country estate 
than a hotel, though originally built as a watchtower 
defence against the Saracens, and surrounded by 
huge ancient olive trees, it dates back to the 16th 
century. It has been owned by Vittorio Muolo and 
his family for the past 10 years. It makes a difference 
that Vittorio (who also owns the neighbouring 
Maizza Torre Coccaro) lives at the Masseria with 
his family, designed it himself, and always seems 
around when you need him. Accommodation is 


beautiful, very private and spacious. Individual 
restored stone suites are draped in bougainvillaea, 
and feature lovely vaulted limestone ceilings and 
open fireplaces. The gardens are lovely too, with 
pomegranate and almond trees (and a hammock 
hung between them), jasmine, myrtle and hibiscus, 
plus a vegetable garden full of tomatoes, aubergines, 
peppers, herbs and fruit - figs, lemons and plums. 
There are contemporary artworks scattered 
unexpectedly around the gardens (and on a hidden 
Ottoman-style roof terrace that becomes a bar in 
the height of summer) plus any number of ‘secret’ 
places scattered around the grounds to sit and read 
and contemplate the views. Then, there’s the huge 
stone pool - seductively well-heated so that more 
daring souls such as my determined self discovered 
it was probably warmer in than out in October. 
During my stay, Vittorio had arranged a yoga class 
(for a group of visiting Italian art connoisseurs) 
and I joined in on the sunny terrace above the pool 
shaded by olive trees with views of the glittering blue 
sea in the distance. Despite understanding minimal 
Italian, it was one of the most divine and beneficial 
yoga classes I’d ever participated in. 

Our food-related cycling itinerary was just gently 
strenuous enough to work up the requisite appetite 
for each stop. We cycled through quiet countryside,

past olive and almond groves to a mozzarella farm 
called Lamapecora run by a family who spoke no 
English. Luckily, we had a guide with us to translate 
as the son made burrata, kneading and pummelling 
the cheese before shaping it like a school art-class 
thumb-pot, adding the cream and tying the knot. 

We had an informal tasting of all their cheeses too, 
including an unusual caciocavallo fresco. Then, 
on to the coast at Savelletri. Here, we stopped at a 
cool, glass-walled cafe called Pescheria 2 Mari for 
snacks of fresh raw fish (Puglia’s answer to sashimi 
and very popular in the region) - sea bream, scampi, 
tuna and king prawns, washed down with chilled 
prosecco. We cycled on to check out the Coccaro 
Beach Club - a coolly designed wood-panelled 
room overlooking a somewhat chilly sea and 
sand dunes. I can quite imagine that it is a highly

desirable place to hang out in summer, though 
(available only to guests of Masseria and Maizza). 
Considerately, the Masseria’s driver offered to sling 
the bikes in the van and drove us back to the hotel 
via the enticing little fishing port of >>> 
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Our cookery lesson focused 
on the traditional way 
to make pasta in Puglia 
without eggs. There are, 
incredibly, more than 200 
kinds of pasta in the region. 
It’s most satisfying when 
you end up with a delicate 
heap of perfect spaghetti 


Monopoli (great for frito misto including deep-fried 
anchovies we’re told) for the obligatory siesta before 
our late afternoon cookery course. 

Our cookery lesson at Maizza (slightly grander 
than Masseria yet equally inviting) focused on the 
traditional way to make pasta in Puglia without 
eggs. There are, incredibly, more than 200 kinds 
of pasta in the region. We rolled the dough onto 
a wooden frame strung with wires - the chitarra 
(guitar) - and pressed it through. Most satisfying 
when you end up with a delicate heap of thin 
and perfect spaghetti. Making and shaping local 
speciality orecchiette (little ears) proved more 
challenging, though was absolutely delectable to 
eat despite its less-than-perfect shape when served 
up in the dining room as part of a feast involving 
huge prawns, grilled sea bream, and yes, more 
burrata with properly sun-ripened tomatoes from the 
Masseria garden. Who could wish for more (except 
perhaps to return to Masseria and join in the wine 
harvest this October)? }

Watch what you read 

Liz Marshall of Bushells cleans up a few home truths 


Sometimes the press reports about the housing 
market are simply baffling. As we sat back proud 
of what we achieved in May, I read that the market 
was stalling and that buyers had a better chance of 
winning the lottery than getting a mortgage. 

As I reviewed our figures, and those of our other 
offices, I noted that sales were the best for many 
months, as were exchanges, instructions and new 
applicants registering. Bizarrely, our friends at John 
Charcol wrote the highest number of new cases 
this year. All this data revealed as Land Registry 
announced another price drop in average house 
prices. Confused? 

The first clue is in regional variations where 
averages are not indicative of the extremes they 
represent. House prices in the North or South West 
may affect the national picture, but they have little 
bearing on my valuations in Dulwich. Secondly is 
the issue of timing. Land Registry can only report 
completed sales once they are registered. 

There is a shortage of properties compared to 
the demand from buyers. In part, this has been 
compounded by the Olympic dream where 
properties which would usually be on the market 
have been held back in the hope that a last 
minute short let would appear. The fact is, this is 
increasingly unlikely. 

It seems that the factors affecting the market 
in our areas are less about the Eurozone and 
stock markets, rather more about job security 


and confidence. It is undeniable that renting is 
becoming very expensive and when coupled with 
some of the fantastic mortgage deals available, 
buying is an immensely attractive option. Bricks 
and mortar still offers a feeling of long term security 
at a time when the credibility and confidence 
associated with banks is at a nadir. 

Let’s be honest, a reported change in house 
prices by such small percentages is of little real 
significance beyond an illustration of trends over 
at least a three-month period. With the average 
London home being worth £360,000, a change 
of 1% has less bearing on values than stamp 
duty thresholds which serve to artificially create 
unnatural thresholds. 

A property worth £500,000 is never going to 
increase in value by a few percentage points as 
once that threshold is crossed, the buyer will have to 
find another £5,000 in tax. This results in stagnation 
in price until price leaps to a figure significantly 
higher where there is no chance of negotiating an 
offer where this tax can be avoided. 

Nevertheless, all these factors are beyond our 
control. What we can say with confidence is that 
in the areas we cover, the market is looking far 
healthier than many seem to report, properties are 
selling and finance is available. }

It was an invention sanctioned by Napoleon himself 
that sped the news of the Duke of Wellington’s 
victory at Waterloo to the jubilant crowds in London. 
Sat on the high point now occupied by the public 
tennis courts in Telegraph Hill Park on Arbuthnot 
road, the semaphore telegraph would later lend its 
name to the farmland known as Plow’d Garlic Hill. 

Owned by The Worshipful Company of Haberdashers, 
the eighth of London’s medieval Guilds, (est 1448) 
Telegraph Hill was adorned with “wide tree-lined 
streets for the erection of houses of a high standard” 
by the company’s surveyor in the 1870’s. 

The streets were arranged around the school built by 
the guild to expand the educational scope of Robert 
Aske’s foundation school in Hoxton. East India 
Company silk merchant, haberdasher, and staunch 


Protestant, Aske left his fortune to the guild when he 
died in 1689 after being removed as head of the guild 
by the Catholic King James II. 

Not until 2010 were the two schools linked with 
a direct train service in lines following the route 
of the earlier canal as the East London Line 
Extension brought the tube to foot of the hill. 

The area has a lot to thank the Haberdashers 
for: the medieval garment industry ombudsman 
bequiethed one of the best schools in the 
country and the architectural beauty of this 
conservation area to the parishners of St 
Catherine's, as well as the church itself. 

Designated an 'area of special architectural or 
historic interest the character or appearance of 
which it is desirable to preserve or enhance', 
planning permission is heavily restricted. This 
exquisite 3300sq foot family home is one of very 
few exceptions.
